London, July 1.—Despite the fact that more than a score 


of American lives were lost when the Armenian was sunk by 
a German submarinCj the impression prevails here in official 
circles that the United States will not he able to base a new 
protest to Germany upon the incident.

The Admiralty has informed William H. Page, the United 


States ambassador, that the Armenian was engaged in carry- 
ing mules for military service, and carried no passengers. Ac- 
cording, to survivors she tried to escape the submarine and 
was flying the British-flag at the time she was struck. All these 
facts militate against America's legal right to enter formal 
protest at Berlin although she could renew her demands for a 
modification of Germany's submarine law upon the broad and 
general grounds of humanity.

The destruction of the Armenian was the first submarine 


attack in which American lives were lost since the sinking of j 
the Lusitania early in May. Even if the United States may, 
not be able to protest against the death of Americans on the
